Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicants* representative described the invention and discussed 
rejected claims and cited prior arts. Applicants' representative further discussed how the amended claims 
"...indication of a feature identification technique..." would overcome the prior arts of record. Additionally, Applicant's 
representative pointed out that the Infomnation Builder reference only discloses that it separates the index from the 
database and does not mention that the index itself is a multi-dimensional database. Examiner thought the claimed 
limitations are broad and lack of nexus. The limitation recites "receiving an indication of a number of features..." For 
example, 3 is the received features and based on the number 3, the system could derive and an index for the subject 
multi-dimensional database? Applicants' representative directed the Examiner attention to the Specification page 13 
which indicates that the parameters are used to collect the infomnation about the members of each dimension to be 
mined and used for deviation search. Thus, the Applicants' invention uses the feature identification to collect the 
infomnation about members (i.e., dimensions) of the multi-dimensional database to generating an ordered list of the 
data points of the members in order to create indexes for the subject multi-dimensional database. Examiner thought 
that Applicants may further define the limitations of independent claims 55, 61 , and 75 by including more specific 
infomnation such as the above mentioned features from page 13 of Applicants' Specification. All in all, the interview 
was productive in advancing the prosecution.
